Senator Meek at the outset of til* 
rem arks informed his colleagues that 
he did not care to em barrass any one 
of them by asking him to support his 
bill until he hail laid hare the facts, 
and he pleaded for a fair and square 
hearing. 
When he 'had finished 
ne 
sked that the bill be recom m itted to 
th** com m ittee on common schools for 
fu rth er investigation. 
In 
explanation of 
his charge that 
there had boon trafficking in teach* 
rs’ certificates, Mr. Meek said: ‘‘You 
understand, gentlem en, 
that 
every 
county in this state has a teach ers’ 
Institute. 
T he teachers of each coun­ 
ty elect an executive com m ittee 
of 
generally three men. who hire i>eople 
to come anil do Institute work during 
the m onths of July, August an*l Se fi­ 
nisher, and som etim es a t fancy sa l­ 
aries. 
And the truth of the m atter 
Is that m em bers of the sta te board 
can get all kinds of Institute work at 
fancy prices lf, in return, they will 
rem em ber th<»se men 
when they come 
before the board for life certificates. 
‘Think of th e fact Chat there are 
over 25,000 teachers in this state, and 
the taxpayers go down In their pock- 
ts every year for $22,000, and w e a re 
ten years behind other states, educa­ 
tionally speaking, because of rlnglsm 
an«l bossism In Ohio school affairs.” 
Mr. Meek said the reason he refused 
to m ake his charges before the 
ln- 
estlgating 
com m ittee appointed 
by 
Com m issioner Jones on Novem ber 22 
last was -because he knew the com m it­ 
tee was w ithout 
authority to sub­ 
poena witnesses, to compel their

tendance o r to pay Che exjnmses of 
such investigation. 
The investigation 
th at was held he characterized aa a 
farce.
